I have seen a city of ghosts in full 
, daylight. I have seen a city consist- 
ing of a thousand and one Christian 
churches, temples, cathedrals, clois- 
ters and chapels absolutely deserted. 
Not a soul in the streets. Not a man, 
woman or child in the houses, An 
empty city, filled with a frightening 
stillness, a whole metropolis which 
must at one time have housed tens 
of thousands of people, now a vast 
tomb from which even the dead have 
disappeared.

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| In Georgia’s History | 
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CONGRESS WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—These barks and yelps 
emanating from returning congressmen have no bite 
behind them. You need not be afraid. 

The din will get louder as the session gets under way two 
weeks hence. People with sensitive ears may be led to believe 
that the noisy gang will certainly behead Mr. Roosevelt, repeal the 
new deal and blow greenbacks to the four winds. Not at all. 

A fairly definite inside line on them is now available. Most of 
them have been back in town long enough to afford an opportunity 
for analysis. The analysis is all pro-Roosevelt. 


UNDER-CURRENTS This does not mean there is anything 


like the enthusiastic, blind willingness to 
follow him that characterized tHe last session. 

The warm personal admiration of the congressmen has changed 
to cold political respect during the recess. There is a rather gen- 
eral feeling that this is no time for congress to start raising a 
rumpus. Even the better class of republicans share that view. 

At the same time there is an unbelievable mass of specific ob- 
jections to the NRA, AAA, PWA and all the other alphabetical re- 
suscitators. If placed on top of each other, these objections would 
reach higher than the capitol dome. Possibly 100 bills will be in- 
troduced the opening day proposing to change certain policies of 
the relief organizations. 

The legislative waste basket will get nearly all of them. 

Here is the way the thing probably will work out: 


MONEY There will be talk, talk, talk, but no action. 

The inflationists probably will concentrate on a bill to 
repeal the powers given Mr. Roosevelt at the last session. They 
can get more votes for that than for anything else. They may get 
a majority. If so, Mr. Roosevelt will veto their bill and they can- 
not muster two-thirds to pass it over a veto. 

They probably cannot even get a majority for greenbacks. The 
democrats already are beginning to whisper: “Stand by the presi- 
dent.” The conservative republicans will have to stand with him 
against any radical money measures. The inflationists will be left in 
the cold. 

The only item in the inflationist program which has a chance 
is silver and the supposition is general that Mr. Roosevelt will start 
a silver buying policy before the congressional. silverites have a 
chance to force his hand, 

Money talk will be the big busines 
nant business, but it is doomed to futility. The really sensible 
congressional practitioners know that. Their secret hope is that 
they can raise enough Cain to force Mr. Roosevelt to give them 
something. Only in that way can they get anything. 


NRA, AAA, ETC. Senator Borah has in his sleeve a proposal 
around which the main NRA fight may center. 
It would prevent the NRA from abrogating the anti-trust law. 

It may pass the senate but it cannot get through the house. 
Also Mr. Roosevelt is ready to veto it. 

The really serious fights against the relief program will come 
in the appropriation bills. These bills will carry funds to continue 
the work of the NRA, AAA, PWA, etc., for the next year. All 
congress has to do to stop certain work is to cut off the money 
for it. 

In general Mr. Roosevelt will get the lump sums he wants, but 
many of the items will be cut out. 


SECURITIES ACT It will be evident shortly that the admin- 
istration is going to change its mind again 
about amending the securities act. 

Insiders have found that if any amendment is offered to im- 
prove the act, it will open the whole question. Therefore the 
Strategy of the liberals 1s going to be against any amendment, even 
those suggested by themselves. 

The act is very likely to stand through the session as it is.

TAXES The loophole plugging will pass without a serious objec- 
tion. Nearly everyone wants to correct the laws by 
which the Wall Streeters escaped surtaxes. A strong move will be 
made by Senator Norris to tax holding companies out of existence, 
and it has a good chance of passing. The idea will probably include 
a 100 per cent tax on all except the initial holding companies. It 
is aimed against such thiags as the Insull empire. 
General tax reform ideas of the administration will prqbably wait 
until the next year. Then Mr. Roosevelt may suggest confiscatory 
inheritance taxes and ‘stronger surtaxes. 


GENERAL LEGISLATION The tart Tugwell food and drug 


bill will be sweetened materially 
In final form it will not interfere with legiti- 
mate advertising. A strong stock market regulation bill will be 
offered and passed. It will not interfere with legitimate trading. 
Further banking reform may be espoused in a new administration 
bill to be handled by Senator Glass, but action on it may be delayed 
for some time. The question of municipal debts will be discussed 
and several plans offered, but no satisfactory solution of this prob- 
lem is in prospect. Some changes in railroad law are expected to 
be proposed by Co-ordinator Eastman to help him in his unifica- 
tion work. They will pass. 


DURATION Mr. Roosevelt would give his right arm to get con- 

gress out of town before April. He will dicker 
considerably on the inside and concede much to congress, if it will 
only go away promptly and let him alone. It won’t. The prospects 
are that it will be here until June or later.

It was as a congressman from the 


fifth Alabama district that he won 
national repute and from which he 
stepped into a seat in the United 
States senate only to lose four years 
ago to the son the man he succeeded 
—John H. Bankhead. 


In announcing for congress the 
former senator said his decision was 
influenced “because our weak place 
is in debating ability.” 

“If elected, I will devote my entire 
time and attention toward helping the 
president obtain legislation that will 
take the control of the money supply 
out of the hands of those who produce 
panics every ten or twelve years,” he 
said. 

Heflin, invincible for 30 years, in 
1928 took the stump against Alfred 
EK. Smith, opposing him as a “wet 
Tammany” and “Roman Catholic can- 
didate.”

URGED BY ECONOMISTS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—A)—The 
National Economy League today made 
public a petition addressed to the 
president and the congress urging 2

Better and Should Be 
Improved.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 17.—() 
Daniel Earle McGugin. who had not 
seen a football until he entered Drake 
University at the age of 16, looked 
back over 34 years of association with 
the gridiron today and said he be- 
lieved the playing rules in general 
are satisfactory. 

When the 1933 season closed, Me- 
Gugin, the dean of southern coaches 
and president of the American Foot- 
ball Coaches Association, had com- 
pleted his twenty-ninth year as ath- 
letic director of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, where he has made an enviable 
record with his Commodore teams. 

Although of the opinion that some 
minor modifications would improve 
the game, the 54-year-old football 
maestro thinks the regulations gov- 
erning gridiron play are “all right” 
and should not “be tampered with in 
the sense of fundamentally different 
rules.” It is his belief that they have 
improved considerably in recent years.

As to officiating, he thinks it is 
not getting any better, that it is not 
as good as it used to be, and ought 
to be better.

30.000 WITNESS 
PASSING BATTLE 
ENDING, 23-21 


Newman Throws 17 
Aerials and Completes 
12 for 201 Yards.

WRIGLEY FIELD, CHICAGO, 
Dec. 17.—(#)—In 2 sensational show- 
er of forward passes, the Chicago 
Bears won the national professional 
football championship today, beating 
the New York Giants, 23 to 21, in 
a battle witnessed by 30,000. 

The Bears, trailing, 21 to 16, snatch- 
ed victory out of the air, in the dra- 
matic closing minutes of the game. 
Billy Karr, right end, who learned 
his football at West Virginia, plucked 
a long lateral pass and eluding two 
Giants’ tackles, chasing him in des- 
perate pursuit, galloped 25 yards for 
the triumphant score. 

The game was a thrilling combat 
of forward passing skill, desperate line 
plunging and gridiron strategy that 
kept the chilled spectators on their 
feet in constant excitement. The lead 
changed hands six times during the 
furious 60 minutes of play with first 
the Bears taking command and then 
the Giants snatching it way from 


them. 
REVELATION. 


The game was a revelation to col- 
lege coaches who advocate no changes 
in the rules. It was strictly an of- 
fensive battle with professional rule 
of allowing passes to be thrown any- 
where behind the line of scrimmage, 
being responsible for nine-tenths of the 
thrills. The Bears’ attack was led 
by Bronko Nagurski, former Univer- 
sity of Minnesota plunging fullback, 
who individually gained 65 yards in 
14 attempts and started the pass that 
was responsible for the winning touch- 
down. Nagurski was ably assisted by 
Jack Manders, another former Gopher, 
who kicked three goals from placement, 
once for 40. yards, missed another at- 
tempt and kicked a goal after touch- 
down for a total of 10 points. 

Harry Newman, Michigan's All- 
American quarterback in 1932. was 
the outstanding star in the Giants at- 
tack. He tossed 17 passes, complet- 
ing 12 for a total of 201 yards. 

Hailed as the greatest offensive 
teams in professional football, the 
championship rivals did not waste any 
time in proving it, although the grid- 
iron was slippery, particularly the 
» srassy spots, because of mist and fog 

that hung over the field as the game 
started. Molesworth quick kicked 
over Newman’s head and gave the 
Bears their first scoring chance, 
Strong returned the punt to the Gi- 
ants’ 42-yard line. There Nagurski, 
plucked a pass out of the air and 
raced to the Giants’ 26-yard line.

August 14. 

Other records tied were the six con- 
secutive hits made by Outfielder Sam 
West, St. Louis; the five runs scored 
in one game by Bob Johnson, of the 
Athletics, and four long hits in one 
game -which West accounted for 
against Chicago. 

Lou Gehrig smashed the league 
mark of consecutive games played by 
competing in his 1,350th contest. 

“Heinie’ Manush, of the champion 
Washington Senators, placed second in 
the individual batting race with .336, 
six points lower than his figure for 
19232 when he was fourth. Lou Geh- 
rig, of the Yankees, with .334, 15 
points below 1932. was third.

Gold Purchases Abroad Seen 


As Move to Hike World Price 


By RICHARD L. TURNER. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—(?)—A 
desire to force the world gold price 
up to a point nearer the figure fixed 
by the treasury for newly-mined do- 
mestic gold was given today as one 
reason for the recent big increase in 
administration purchases of the met- 
al abroad. 

This, too. has failed thus far to 
reduce the disparity. a factor that has 
set this busy capital to wondering if 
some new move may be in process of 
formulation in the frequent confer- 
ences between President Roosevelt 
and his monetary advisors. 

In this connection, those who have 
followed the subject closely are de- 
voting some study to suggestions that 
the objective of a higher world price 
could be attained by the establish- 
ment of a fixed quotation at which 
the governmeht would purchase all.

The process would work so rapidly, 


economists said. that little if any 
gold would be bought abroad at a 
price low enough to afford the im- 
porter a profit. Consequently actual 
purchases by the government would 
be small. 

Objectors to the plan pointed out 
that the increase in the London gold 
price would be represented largely by 
an increase in the number of dollars 
and cents exchangeable for a pound, 
that is a weakening in the foreign 
exchange value of the dollar. 

They agreed, however, that it 
would have a definite effect equivalent 
to decreasing the dollar's gold con- 
tent. 

The theory behind the gold buyin 
plan is that the price of gold an 
the price of commodities bear a very 
direct relation. that when one goes 
up or down the other follows. By 
keeping the price of gold up, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt hopes to forward his 
campaign for increased domestic com- 
modity prices. 

The domestic gold price was held 
unchanged today at $34.01, while the 
value of gold at London was $32.25, 
at an exchange rate of $5.10 1-2 to 
the pound, that which prevailed at 
the time the Washington figure was 
set. This difference of $1.74 compares 
with a disparity of 93 cents on No- 
vember 27, $1.85 on November 28, 
$1.63 on December 4, $1.40 on De- 
cember 9, $L88 on December 12, $2.22 
= December 14 and $1.60 yester- 
ay. 

The expansion of foreign purchases 
was begun less than ten days ago, 
Chairman Jones of the RFC has re- 
vealed. and in that time, it can be 
seen from the foregoing figures the 
disparity has shown no tendency to 
diminish. Meanwhile, the dollar has 
displayed considerable strength.

Beautiful Bidding.

When a non-vulnerable opponent 
opens the bidding a vulnerable 
bridge player, even with an enormous 
hand, generally finds it difficult to 
reach the correct contract, and the 
stronger his hand is, the weaker is 


that of his partner, with the result 
that a vulnerable partner will often 
be very chary about making a re- 
sponse. This is the fundamental 
reason why psychic and semi-psychic 
opening bids sometimes win in this 
situation, even against strong oppo-

A COMMON QUESTION. 

I had a visitor the other night who 
asked a few questions about zoological 
practices that seem pertinent enough 
to answer through this column. Among 
the questions that were asked, one is 
outstanding: 

“Why is it,” he said, “that you 
often refer to the changing of a 
scientific name? Can't zoologists adopt 
one name for an animal and be con- 
tent?” 

The answer is simply that we are 
trying to do that very thing now. I 
believe that it was in 1735 that Carl 
Linne, who held to the ide@ that a 
species is a fixed and constant biolog- 
ical unit, began a systematic catalog 
of the animals and plants of the 
world. He adopted Latin, as a uni- 
versal scientific language, not subject 
to changes, as the foundation of his 
nomenclature. He even went so far 
as to Latinize his own name into Ca- 
rolus Linnaeus. Because he held firm- 
ly to the idea that the species was a 
fixed unit, he naturally grouped many 
animals into genera which have since 
then been split into many different 
units. Behind this splitting up process 
was the discovery that the very bones 
of the animals that Linnaeus held to 
be related were so widely different 
that it was impossible to consider 


them as of the same genus. Differ- 
ences in sktlls,in teeth, in fur, 
feathers ard scales led to duplica- 
tion of names or, as most commonly 
erent names applied to 

al by different workers. 

the confusion be no 

worse, there wag adopted an interiia- 
tional zoological code that sets forth 
rules of nomenclature. The oldest 
name applied to a species or genus is 
the one that must be used. A case in 
point is that of the red-backed mice 
that abound in the Canadian and 
transition zones, They were séttled, 
we thought, in the genus Evotomys, 
until a few years ago a careful and 
diligent student discovered a descrip- 
tion of these mice, dated years before 
the name Evotomys, and giving the 
name of Cleithronomys to the group. 
Therefore Cleithronomys must stand 
as the name of the red-backed mice. 
_ The end is not in sight, nor will 
it be for many years to come. By the 
time the confusion of nomenclature 
that exists today is understood, it is 
not impossible that evolution will 
have poocenes new races and the 
scramble for names will have to begin 
anew. Such is the result of trying to 
place plastic organisms into pigeon-

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DEMOCRAT WARNS 
AGAINST TAX HIKE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—(UP) 
A warning that a sharp increase in 
taxes on American business at this 
time would endanger President Roose- 
velt’s recovery program was issued 


tonight by Senator King, democrat, 
Utah. 


King, a member of the senate fi- 
nance committee, emphasized the need 
of plugging up the loopholes in in- 
come tax laws, but cautioned con- 
gress to proceed slowly on “soak the 
rich”: levies as the nation struggles 
toward economic recovery. 


His warning came as the house 
ways and means committee prepared 
to resume hearings tomorrow on re- 
visions in the tax laws proposed by 
a subcommittee. Many of the subcom- 
mittee’s recommendations were op- 
posed by acting Seceretary of Treas- 
ury Morgenethau. 


“This is no time,” King told the 
United Press, “to place any obstacles 
in the path of business recovery., We 
are pulling out of the depression and 
congress must move cautiously on the 
whole tax question.” 


_ He said he favored an increase in 
income tax levies on unearned income 
in the upper brackets and lower rates 
on earned income of the small sal- 
aried worker. The treasury has pro- 
posed that taxes on earned income 
of less than $25,000 be reduced and 
Chairman Hill, democrat, Washing- 
ton, of the subcommittee indicated 
such a provision would be written 
into a general revenue bill. 


Generally, however, the ways and 
means committee has indicated that 
its proposals to the house would fol- 
low the lines of the subcommittee’s 
report rather than the course es- 
poused hy acting Treasury Secretary 
Morgenthau. Hill said again tonight 
that he did not believe the treasury’s 
arguments against his committee's 
recommendations were convincing. 
Chairman Doughton, democrat, Ala- 
bama, of the full committee, has tak- 
en a similar position. 


Proposals for an increase in the 
depreciation and depletion tax, elim- 
ination of consolidated tax returns 
and abolition of allowances for part- 
nership losses, all were rejected by 
Morgenthau.
